The Shenandoah City  Colllery
Takes a New Lease of

Life.

CAPACITY MUCH INCREASED

SUPPLIED WITH ALL TME LATEST IM-
PROVED MACHINERY FOR PREPAR-
ING COAL FOR MARKET,

The Inside Workings of the Colllery
Also Arranged for Greater Fro-
duction—All Collleries Will
Start on Monday.

All the collleries of the Philadelphia
& Reading Coal & Iron Company will
resume operations on Monday morning
aund continue notil Wedneadny night,
when they will suspend untll further
notice.

On Monday mornlng workmen will
beglin tearing ont and removing the shaft
sngine which has been used at the old
Plank Ridge shaft, This place is to be
permanently abandoned. For several
yoiars the shaft has only betn used for
lowering and holsting men and timber,
but after this week It will not be ussd
cven for thitt purpose. Assoon ax the fan
at the nir shaft near the red bridge is
completed and ready for operntion the
fan at Plank Ridge will be removed and
the old place will then be only a land-
mark.

Among the eollleries that will start up
on Mondsy will be the Shenandoah City,
which has been idle for several weeks on
neeount of extensive alterations and im-
provements inslde and  outside the
colliery. The breaker is entirely new and
uan now be clusted ns the latest improved
in the pnthracite region, It may be wald
that it s the wuperlor of any other
breaker owned by the P. & R, C. & 1. Co.

Through
the courtesy of Ouatside Foreman Mar-
shall Baugh and Master Mechanic Muogl-
hoff, A representittive of the HERALD was
ennbled to poss through the bresksr
vasterdny and inspect all the improve.
ments, To give them In detail wounld
reqirive more space than ean be conven.
lently spared here, but a few of them
huve been noted tgq glve the publie an
idea of the inimenss amount of work that
has been done about the brenker since its
idleness and the groat additionnl shipping
capacity the improvements have given it,
Among the notable improvements is
the extensive adoption of the shaker
system, There are 30 shokers In the
brenker. These contrivances nre used o
pne or two of the most regently improved
of the P. & R C, &1. Co.'s breakers, but
at no place are they used as extenslvaely
as in the Shepandoah Clty, There are
nlso 20 Jigs, The breaker formerly hoad
but 7. The seraper line (8 twice Its former
alse, In the old breaker the steamboat,
broken, egg, stove and pea coals were pre-
pared In one part of the breaker, the
plokers wers all together, but in the new
stracture they will be separated. The
steanmbont and lirge broken coal will be
prepared on the st or uppermost terrace
of the brerker; the small brokenand egg
conls will be prepared on the second
terrace ; on the third are eight stove coal
figs: on the fourth eight chestnut jigs,
and on the ffth, or lower, terrace the
stove conl plekers will be lugated, In the
middle of the breaker nre two pea coal
and two bockwhent jlgs;, each haviog
sliskers in front of them, The screenlngs
from the our loaders are ran ULOW 8 By,
of elevators to two shiskers and Lhe shies
of the seresnlugs run {nto a soraper line
aud up to the center of the breaksar, to
the middlys screens.

There are welve pels of shakers
In the breaker. The first sét of threse
ahakers mako stove coal ; the second set
make chestrut; the third make pea coal,
and the fourth, or lower set, make buok-
wheit sud rice. The breaker hus also
been supplled with an additionnl set of
No. 0 rollers for the muking of flue conl.
In front of the main sereeus, &t a polot
pear the top of the breaker, Is a set of
alevators 24x24 inchen In size and ¢ feet
high. These elevators carry the coal from
three soparafe sats of rollers, Non 2,4
and 4, up to the main soreens. The plat
form of the breaker excites adwmiration.
It seems Inrge enongh to nocommodate sn
aemblage at a promenads concert, At
the bottom of the dump chute thare v »
vow of twenty-one bara fixed five lnches
apart. Cosl of the smaller, mixed sizes
drop between these bars into so lmwenso
hopper, This part of the counter I8 an
lnpovation, No other breakur is sapplied
with the same kind of an arrangement.

Thia colossal hoses of modern improve
ments for the prepavation of anthracite
voil for shipument to moarket Is 150 [(oet
dedp, 195 fieeet wide and over 70 Teel atthe
hlsgbiest poit, although, taking mewiure
ments from the level of the eoilrond
triveka to the hignest polnt of the strue-
ture, whlel {8 bullt nedlust rapldly slop
ing ground, the heighth la conalderably
over 100 fees, The breaker Is connectoed
with the abhaft, which Is louated south-
sant, by n trestle 200 feet long, 'The load.
ing section of the breaker la altered so
thit honse, op frelght, cars may ba londed
froms the chutes, The capacity of the
breaker hns been more thau doubled, It
ean prepare 1,200 mine wagons, or 800
rallroad ours of cosl & day. The prévions
dapacity was about 500 mine wagons,
Estraordiunry precautionn are being
tnken to prevent loss by reason of fre and
notices prolibiting swmoking are plentl
fully distributed throughout the strue
ture. The precantions taken to preévent
Injary, or loss of life, by the oparition of
the breaker, also seem qnite adegtinte.

T'he ontside lmprovements to tollow the
completion of the bresker will be the
removal of the presant nest of elght
bollers, which will be supplaoted by a
nost of twalve tubular bollers,

Althongh the chpacity of the breaker
will be greatly Increased the number of
employes required to operate it will not
be, but more likely deoreased, as'ths lu-
troduction of lmproved mschinery will
supplunt manual labor in many respeats,
Many additional hands will be required
inside the colliery, however, na the [aclll
tles for mining the coal and getting v to
the breaker have bLeen very much multi-
plied. A 12x30 Alllson pump has been
pluced at the bottom of the shaft, in the
Buock Monntain veln and several new
tunnels have been driven, one from the
Skidmore {nto the Mammoth, Several
rook chutes have been deiven from the
7.foot up the old Mammoth for & ecounter
chute. This chute will hold about 300
wagong of coal. Herenfter all coal will
be holsted direct from the bottom of the
shaft, There will be no sécond hoist.

The Strange and Awlul Fate That
John Pochutzky, a Polan-
der, Met.

WAS LITERALLY ROASTED.

ASLEEP ON A
WRILE SMOKING A
CIGARETTE.

His Children Sprinkled Coal 0il Over
Him While Playing About' the
Bed and Pochuizky Was
Wrapped in Flames,

THE MAN FELL BED

Jolin Poehutzky, a Pollsh resldent of
Sonth West atreet, died yestorday from
burns received ander extrnordinary clr-
cumstances, Two thirds of the man's

bady was literally roasted, his hands
being burned almost to s orisp,

Al nbout four o'clock Tharsiay after
noon Dr, . W, Stranb wae summoned to
Pochntiky's resldence, nnd found the
man in agony on a'bed in thesecond
story of the houss., The viotim was
ronsted from the walst up and the skin
hung in grest shreds from bis neck and
body. He was In a teerible condition and
the physiclan experionced consldersble
troutble in dressing b,

Poohutzky was able to talk and told
Dr. Btraub that on Thursdny he left his
bouse and spent several hours drinking
with friends. HHe returned bhome and
went to his bedroom, Throwing himself
upon the bed Pochuotzky lghted n
cigarette and fell asleep while smoking
{t, He was aroused by hix clotlilng and
the bed coverings burning hia flesh. Ha
sprang from the bed and tried to openthe
window, to jump ont, but his fright was
too great siud he was unible to do eo.
Nelghborda who saw bhim &t the window
ran (ato the house and extinguished the
Anmes,

When Dr, Stranb visited the man there
wis a strong odor of conl oll in the bed
room. 'Thoe doetor nlso observed that
wome of the victim’s clothing that had
been saved from the flames was #lso
sptucated and the oature of the burns
indieated that the Names had been fed by
some very loflammable material, The
burns went devp into the flesh, Pochutaky
kunew nothing of counl oil in econneoction
with his cose, but . woman In the house
told agtory that geconnts {or the presence
of the oll, She stated that Pochutzky's
wife was in the lower partof the house
nursing a baby. While the husband was
Iying on the bed other chlldren of the
family plagyed about the bed with an conl
oll lnmp. This leada to the comclusion
that o thelr play the children spilled the
oll over the sleeplng father who, probably,
allowed the lighted clgarette to drop
upon his eclothing, or the bed 2overings,
and the ofl spilled by the children came
in contnet with the flame of theolgaretie.
